The Canadian GLM Archives will act as a resource 
centerto collect, preserve, and make available all meterials 
relating to the Canadian gay community, so that our past and 
present history and culture, up till now denied us by straight 
society, might be maintained in its entirety. Such an 
arhives would, it is hoped, make Canadians, both homosexual 
and heterosexual, more aware of our role and importance in 
Canadian Society, and will encourage and facilitate research 
and studies on all aspects of gay life in Canada. One of the 
primary aims of the Archives will be to trace the history of 
the gay liberation movement in Canada by collecting copies of 
all documents relating to the development of the moevement in 
this country, such as books, newSpapers, magazines, booklets: 
pamphlets, newsletters, posters, leaflets, articles, personal 

accounts or any other relevant material. Though the primary 
concern of the Archives willbe the establishment of a 
complete Canadian collection, the scope will be international. 
Special attention will also be given Europe and Australia, 

as well as the U.S., where an American gay archives already 
exists in Hartford, Connecticut. 

However, the success of such an Archives wiil depend on 
the. co-operation of gay people across Canada. Your publication 
can help us in two sepcific ways. Firstly by sending us back 
issues. Ol your pDUDLIcEtion Missing” form our files (atiisc’ of 
such items is attached to this letter) and by putting us on 
your mailing list, so that your publication might be preserved 
in the archives. Secondly, by including an announcement of 
the establishment of the Archives in the next issues of your 
publication with a request to your readers to make donations 
of funds and resources materials, stressing the importance 
of their co-biperation in making this a successful adventure. 
We might add that you may feel free to include notice in your 
publication that it is on file in the Canadian GLM Archives. 


Your immediate attention in this matter would be greatly 
appreciated.

TO TELL OR NOT TO TELL 


This will be a ‘spare! topic for, gripped in’ the’ flurry 


of activity from a sudden decision to change the roof over my 
head to a more appealing one, I cannot do the research needed for 
the paper I wanted to present. But never let it be said that a 
lesbian did not submit her word when offered the floor, and here 
it is! 

I was interested and amused at the report that a young woman 
who just returned from a trip half-way around the world and who 
told her brothers about her lesbianism received for an answer; 
"Well, do you think we haven't tried it too?", I was amused and 
yet this whole story made me reflect again on the necessity of 
revealing our sexual preferences. Really, why should we? While 
on a recent jaunt to Vancouver, I told a very close friend about 
my gayety. She expressed surprise, a keen interest in ths sub- 
culture which is mine - and which I love - and reassured me that 
she "liked me with, or without, my mask". We continue as close 
friends although she is as 'hetero! as they come. 

‘We continue as close friends!....I suppose I. was lucky. 
Why did I jeopardize a friendship of over twenty years standing? 
The reasons are complex and varied but the main one was that I 
was tired of being perpetually on my guard whenever I. wrote, or 
when we met.and I told her of my elation in a current love 
affair or of my,despair over a broken one; tired of substituting 
‘he! ‘for 'she!, of calling a lover 'Jim! when |'Judy'! was the 
intimate one 3= tired of the disquises assumed when she met my 
lover with me; tired.of the fear of discovery through a ship of 
the. tongue. or finger, 

. And yet,: though I do not vegret my revelation in. bites 
instance, I have no intention of telling any other straight. 
person that I love women. Again, why should-I? Why should we? 
Heterosexuals are in the majority and they.have elected to 
proclaim their natural bents as acceptable and. normal, and yet, 
how often do we hear them announce publicly their preference for 
members of the opposite sex? How many reveal to employers.or to 
other members of society their preferred sexual ‘modus operandum!? 
They correctly assume that it is no.one's business what they do 
in beds or bedrooms or with whom they shack up temporarily or 
permanently, legally or not. They expect to be accepted at face 
value - their sexual habits notwithstanding - and they get what 
they demand. We feel such an uncomfortable,-subconscious (7?) 
guilt about our sexual deviance that, sometimes I wonder if we 
don't just grasp the system of ‘confession! as a means of 
assuaging this guilt, Re 

Does it really make us freer to tell a few? I still feel 
as shackled as ever now because the whole of society does not 
know about me and, if it did, it would x#ef reject me in totality. 
So of what benefit telling a friend? True, I. can be honest with 
her now in our discussions but only if we are alone together. 
Otherwise, I must cater to the whims of society and pony the 
‘hetero! cloak. 

I feel that, instead of seeking means to ease our guilt - 
guilt for what? for ge being? - we should marshal our energies 
for a collective attack on this same unwarranted guilt and seek 
to eliminate it completely from our lives. (Continued)

GATE drop-in of March 23: 


AID Service of Edmonton is a busy outfit, and if Rosemary 
Solomon has her way, it will probably get busier. Rosemary is 
one of the permanent staff members of this social service 
group and she came to talk with the grand total of seven people 
at GATE's drop-in, Saturday, March 23. Perhaps more people could 
have come along but the discussion benefitted -from the inform- 
ality and intimacy associated with such small get-togethers. 

AID was described as essentially a listening service, pro- 
viding information of a wide-ranging nature and dealing with 
"immediate crisis" situations such as suicide and depression. 
AID has a directory listing professional and other organizations 
to which individuals are referred for more specific information 
and long-term help. 

According to Rosemary, AID received about 10, 000- ak 
in four months, 27 of which could be described as homosexual 
distress calls ( and many of these are referred to GATE). 
Interestingly enough, 70% of all calleraes are women as well. 
All calls are handled by six telephones, three for information 
and referral, three d for distress, and these are manned by 
volunteers who go through a thirty~hour training session (only 
after having been screend for objectivity by permanent staff). 
On this point, it should be mentioned that Rosemary (along 
With a graduate student in counselling not affiliated with AID) 
has offered ot provide a. training manual and some sessions. for 
the GATE telephone volunteers, numbering about ten. This would 
certainly be helpful to.-us, considering the "heavy" types of 
calls we often get and the varied backgrounds of our staffers. 

The essentail premise upon which AID's service is based 
is that the: voice:,on the votner lend on tuner sie is heey aie O ace, 
not an automaton or. inferior being to be talked down or 
MLeCRULTed yLO. 
Very often people with problems, serious or otherwise, are 


_. somehow considered less .than human and this often leads: to 


self-degreation and feelings of rejection. AID does not 
moralize to individuals; volunteers are good listeners and try 
to develop a total picture of the person, not just some 
Simplistic problem-oriented or self-righteous overiew. Perhaps 
the Salvation Army or a religious fundamentalist can tell you 
if youtre "right" or "wrong", where you've sinned, and how 
to repent; AID sees a person in distress but makes no value 
judgment of his or her situation. Objectivity is a difficult 
perceptual and operational base to attain, but it is certainly 
necessary and one to which both AID and GATE ascribe. 

Aside from telling us all about AID service, which will be 
expanded in the future, Rosemary gave us some pointers on 
obtaining grant money, information on social problems studées, 
and other useful items deriving from her background. All in all, 
the visit was very worthwhile, for the GATE members present and 
for Rosemary Solomon, and we will definitely try to maintain a 
strong link with her organization. ole

In 
fact,.over 60% of the approximately two billion pounds of cheddar cheese 
whey produced yearly in Canada simply goes down the drain. And at. great 
cost to the dairy industry and our environment... Whey, a greenish-yellow 
fluid remaining after the chees curd has been removed, has been one of 
tre dairy industry's disposed headaches. It cannot be disposed of in 
septic tanks and when dumped in rivers it becomes a major pollutant. 

But changes are on the way. Dr. Ron Pereira and Dr. Karl Zutrum, food 
Scientists atethe University of feet gua have developed a new whey 
product.

GATE DROP IN, March 16, 1974. 


On Saturday, March 16th, several GATE members and friends were "treated" 
if I dere use that word, to a reminder of their school days: a full- 

fledged hour-long lecture. The tropic was supposed to be "the 

biological basis of homosexuality" but I, Don Musbach as lecturer, got 

a bit carried sway. Having become somewhat fed up with all the 

clinical and subjective approaches to any study of homosexual behavior, 

I proposed a new concept; the systems ap»zroach to considering the 

causes, development and ongoing processes of homosexual behavior. 

This approach has received a fair amount o* attention in the scientific 

community, especially in the disciplines of ecological orientation, 

and presumes a substantial background in basic principles of ecology, 

as well as mathematics and even computer technology. The basic princip- 

les to be considered are as follows: 


1L),Everthing on the;face of thisgood earth ‘which is the“largest 
energy transfer and transfornation system about which man has any 
knowledge) is inter-related, 
2) All these inter-relating and interacting components can be assumed 
to have no a priori value ascribed tothem, and 
3) ALL these conoonents interact in such a fashion that the dynamic 
equilibrium of the system is maintained; ‘i.e. the whole system 
survives over time. 
After establishing and elaborating upon these principles, I attempted 
to show how they applied to homosexuality in a very general way. 
It can be seen from most of the Literature surveyed that no study 
of homosexual behavior, in all its varied manifestations in western 
as well as other societies, has been able to come up with any surefire 
answer to the why's of its existence. The main conclusion that can 
be drawn from evidence provided by all these studies, whether they be 
anthropological, socio-cultural, clinical (medical), biological,’ or 
otherwise,-—is-that,-in the words of Evelyn Hooker, “the diverse forms 
of adult homosexuality are produced by many combinations of variables" 
This is precisely why a systems approach cah be so. useful--a system 
incorporates multivariate interacting processes into its framework of 
energy tre2nsformation, homosexuality being seen as only one collective 
of processes (one subsystem of many), influenced by the many other 
environmental factors in that larger system. From this perspective, . 
we can look at homosexuality in a very objective way, determining all 
the-possible-factors that might be involved in its etiology and 
dynamics (phylogenetic, or evolutionary, history; external (social) 
ond internal (physiological and anatomical) parameters of an individ- 
ual's environment). 
In the final analysis, in. terms of the larger environment of which 
man is a part, one might find himself asking the question; does 
homosexuality indicate an unbalance sonewthere within the life support 
system of man, or simply man's greater potential for adaptation to and 
expression in this environment? Although we had a little time to 
discuss this and other questions raised at the drop in, I did get the 
feeling thot this appraach to homosexuality inspired some motivation 
to look at man and his behavior from a different point of view.

For any of the members, who are active in the Edmonton 
musical scene - the following will not be news - but the fact 
remains that our city is fast becoming quite a Musical Metro- 
polis = in the last four years, we have acquired the services 
of many of the top name singers in the world: Beverly Sills 
in 1969 for her first Canadian performance of ‘Lucia di Lamm- 
ermocor! = followed by Elisabeth Schwarzkopf, Joan Sutherland, 
Anna Moffo, Montserrat Cabaile, Pauline Tinsley, Jose. Carreras, 
Marilyn Horne ete. The Metropolitan Opera in New York can. not 
boast of the same accomplishment - and the thanks: goes to-the 
Artistic Director of the Edmonton Opera Association - _ Irving 
Guttmann. 

Anybody that. loves great singing ~- loves JOAN SUTHERLAND. 
. Miss Sutherland has another new LP recording out entitled: 
"SONGS MY MOTHER TAUGHT ME" - a beautiful collection of songs 
that were passed onto her as a child by her mother, and a few 
others which she learned in her later years, These songs 
ecncompass quite & vwarletyrori fivelds:= from the Vicvorian 
Parlour Room style concert - to a few coloratura gems by some 
of the better known composers ~ like the song ‘Le Rossignol! 
. by. Leo Delibes - the composer of tLakme!, 'Der Kukkuk!-- a 


~~ song which Miss Sutherland has sung av many recitals - and 


gives reign to her incrdible vocal agility -and staccatti and 
trilli. A beautiful rendition of the scottisnh'song - 'Mary 

of Argyll!. A very enjoyable and easy-listening album. 
Heartily recommended for those who would like to hear that 
magnificent voice sing the lighter side - other than the 
{Norma!s;<Lucia's, Turandot's, or Sonnambula's, 

It was announced a few months back that Sutherland is 
re-recording Bellini'ts "I Puritani" with Luciano Pavarotti. 
An album definitely worth looking forward to. Keep your eyes 
open. There is also a very good chance she will be recording 
the production of Donizetti's "Maria Stuarda" which she and 
her husband Ruckard Bonynge have been touring the States with. 
Edmonton's Huguetve Tourangoau will be singing the role of 
Queen Elizabeth 2 ' 

Both albums will be in stiff competition with the 
recordings of the seine opera's with Beverly Sills. Sills! 
recording of ‘Puritani’® has just beer veleaged (notavailable 
in Canada, unfortunately) with Nicolai Gedda singing the 
demanding tenor role of Arturo - and by accounts - Gedda takes 
the high F's written for Rubini, by Bellini - rather than the 
usual high D. And she sing's the final cabaletta written for 
Maria Malibran, by the composer - which Sutherland incorpor- 
ated into her first recording of the Opera. The 'Maria Stuarda!' 
by Sills = has already been released - but the Sutherland set 
Will be anticipated with great curiosity. 

Another economicai LP to watch out for - is the London 
Richmond series -- is a recital by the soprano ANITA CERQUETTI - 
a great voice ~ singing arias from Norma, Nabucco, Aida, Tosca, 
I Vespri Siciliani, Agnes von Hohenstaufen. A big name in the 
150's and early ‘60's = but lost the use of her voice from 
overwork - the result being the paralization of her vocal chords. 
The two outstanding cuts on this disc-being the 'O re dei’ Cieli't 
from Spontini's "Agnes von Hauenstaufen" and the ‘tAnch'io 
dischiuso un giorno* from Verdi'‘s "Nabucco", TAKE A LISTEN! } 


Homosexuals are Persons - (Cont'd) 


But the younger gay people are not willing to make 
such a contract. 

It is action that the young homosexual is wating 
to see, because it has been slow in coming the homo- 
sexual has developed and is supporting his own church. 

Just two’ years ago a young fundamentalist preacher, 

defrocked because of t his own homosexuality, formed the 
Metropolitan Community Church in Los Angeles, California. 

In the short time since then branches of this church have 
spread into some 12 or 15 cities, with new missions 
springing up all the time. The existence of this new churchy 
ages old in doctrine but space age new in approach, may 
well pose one of ths soundest judgments ever rendered upon 
the Christian church, since MCC exists only because of the 
failure of the already established church to welcome all 
people. Gay church leaders outspolkenly insist that their 
church is "a necessary heresy" which they hope will go out 

of existence as soon as the established churches accept their 
gay sisters and brothersa as memebers in full standing, as 
clergy, as human beings. What irony that just as the 
,Christian churches are beginning to pull out of the tragedy 
of Black and White segregation they are forceing a new 
separation baSed on lack of knwledge, on mythology and on 
medieval concepts. 

Theologians and clergy usually "escape" from facing the 
subject of the homosexual by referring to the instances in 
the Bible to condemn, or to condone, almost all conceivable 
forms of human behavior. That is not an honest way to deal 
with the Bible. It is the broad sweep, the persistent tenor 
of hope and love that gives credence to the Bible. Of 
paramount importance is Jesus! overwhelming emphasis on a 
loving concern for people which involves the accepting of 
all people without judgment or condemnation. Today we must 
be aware that love is the touchstone for human ethical and 
moral behavior. It is love that makes people become persons 
living beautiful, full, abundant and ctreative lives. This 
is the religious concern, not seeking to force people into 
narrow patterns of regimented and conforming life styles. 

Although no words attributed to Jesus touch on the 
subject of homosexuality, it is interesting to speculate on 
how he would have dealt with the subject. Jesus rarely . 
concerned himself with physical acts but rather with spirit- 
val and emotional attitudes. Physical acts seemed of signif- 
icance to Jesus only when they conveyed spiritual and emotional 
content. Love did seem to be paramount to Jesus erniv-when 
$hey-ecnveyed—spirisuai-—and-emetionat a mutual respecting of 
each other's rights plus a loving concern and compassion for 
other people. 

What men and women who are homosexuals want from the 
church (and from all of society) is to be accorded their full 
rights as citizens of this country and as human beings. They 
are not looking for tolerance, pity or compassion. They 
appreciate it when others make sincere attempts to understand 
their life styles, but understading is less desirable than full 
non-judgmental acceptance,

More miraculous is the fact that the vast majority of 
lesbians and male homosexuals accept themselves and, in spite 
of the many barriers placed in the WEY » pla happy, prod= 
uctive, creative, fulfilled and contributing lives. 

Whet is a homosexual? Very simply, a homosexval is 
woman or man whose PEA mary erotic, psychological, enotional 
and social interest is in a person of the same sex. The 
overly effeminate man or the very masculine woman represent 
only &® small minority of the homosexual population, Probably 
95% of all homosexuals sre indistinguishable fvom these 
heterosexual counterparts.
